HERCULES -THE STRONGEST 
AND BRAVEST 




IN ANCIENT Thebes, an 
important city-state of 
Greece in the age of the heroes, 
a chorus of fearful screams and 
cries for* help rent the halls of 
a great palace. 

The two baby sons of the 
noblewoman Alcmena lay in 
their cradle- Servants charged 
with their care had departed 
for a moment. Then, through 
an open window, two huge ser- 
pents came gliding in, slither- 
ing toward the children. 

The powerful and jealous 
Goddess Juno, or Hera, hated 
Alcmena and her children. She 
had sent the snakes to devour 
the children. 

One baby, Iphiclus, screamed 
and wept with fear. But his 
sturdy, handsome brother, even 
so early a very picture of 
superb strength, sat up in. his 
cradle. The two snakes con- 
verged, their mouths open to 
seize and devour—and the two 
baby fists shot out, clutching 
those scaly threats. A squeeze, 
a struggle— it was all over. The 
snakes were crushed to death. 
And the horror-stricken ser- 
vants saw the -triumphant child 



smile — the first victory of great 
Hercules had been scored. 

Heicules was sent, while still 
a boy, to the school for heroes 
that was held in the wilderness 
by wise and foresighted Cheiro" 
the centaur — half horse, half 
man, and all teacher. At the 
age of seventeen Hercules left 
Cheiron, and sailed with Jason's 
Argonauts on the marvelous 
voyage after the Golden Fleece, 
which has thrilled the world 
for thousands of years. 

But jealous Juno, whose snake- 
servants Hercules had slain in 
his babyhood, had not forgot- 
ten her grudge against him. 
She decreed that this strongest 
of men should be a servant to 
one of the weakest and smallest- 
hearted — Eurystheus, the proud 
prince of Thebes. Because fate 
commanded him, Hercules pre- 
sented himself before this spite, 
ful, scornful master. 

"Prince Eurystheus," boomed 
Hercules in his deep voice, "it 
is commanded, from Olympus 
where the gods dwell, that I 
perform twelve labors for you. 

Jealousy overcame the fear 
in the prince's cowardly heart. 
He pictured hideous fate ever- 
coming this mighty one who 
frightened him, even in his court 
and surrounded by armored 
guards; and he spoke cunningly. 

"In the nearby land of Ar- 
golis, where grows the wood of 



Nemea, lives a gigantic lion 
which lays waste the farms and 
even the cities," he said. "You 
ask for work to benefit mankind 
— go then and destroy the Ne- 
mean lion." 

Hercules turned and strode 
away. Behind him rose the 
wicked chuckle of Eurystheus; 
for the prince knew, but had 
not explained, that the beast's 
hide was so tough and mighty 
that neither spear nor arrow 
could pierce it. 

Reaching Argolts, Hercules 
found the entire population in 
a state of hysterical fear lest 
the Hon, growing hungry, should 
come and claim its prey. When 
he told his errand, they begged 
him not to seek the beast. H« 
laughed, and as night descend- 
ed he pushed into the thick- 
tangled wood of Nemea. 

The lion bounded to meet 
him. He sent arrows at it from 
his mighty bow — they glanced 
away as from brazen armor. 
As the brute charged, Hercules 
smote with his club, which 
knocked the lion over but did 
not seem to injure it. A mo- 
ment later, and he dropped all 
weapons, closing in to grapple 
as with a man. 

The night was rent with hor- 
rid roars, sounds of struggle, 
and panting breaths. Miles away 
the people heard, and trembled. 
But Hercules grimly worked 
his way to the beast's throat, 
and there clamped his fingers, 
stronger than iron vises. 

He bore the carcass back to 
Thebes; and Eurystheus was so 
frightened by the Nemean lion, 
even in death, that he hastily 
sent Hercules away on his sec- 
ond task — the killing of the 
nine-headed Hydra. And 
thenceforward Hercules wore 
the golden skin of the lion, as 
a trophy of his strength and 
courage. 

TTHE HYDRA lived among 
marshes in Lerna. Enchant' 
ment gave it a weird power— 
when one head was cut off, two 
would grow on that severed 
neck. But Hercules, as he nearcd 
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the marsh, already had a plan 
to defeat that evil wizardry. 

With him he topic his nephew 
Iolas, a brave lad. This helper 
carried a blazing torch, and the 
rest was easy — Hercules cut off 
each head, and Iolas quickly 
seared the place to prevent 
more from growing. Again 
Hercules returned a victor, and 
Eurystheus grimaced in rage 
as he assigned a third task — 
the capture of the gold-horned 
Stag of Enoe. 

This miraculous deer, favor- 
ite of the goddess Diana, was 
said to be swifter than any 
hunter; but Hercules could 
match even its speed and en- 
durance. The legends say that 
he pursued the stag over moun- 
tains, plains, and even oceans, 
for many weeks. When he cap- 
tured it, he dragged it by its 
golden horns before his master 
Eurystheus. 

"Ha!" cried the greedy prince. 
"A noble prize! Let my guards 
kill it." 

"Let them dare to touch it," 
growled Hercules. "I have:, had 
wonderful sport in racing with 
the Stag of Enoe. My orders 
were to only bring it before 
you— I have done so, and now 
I will take it back and set it 
free." 

Eurystheus dared not brave 
it out, and so Hercules released 
the creature. His fourth labor 
was to kill the giant, murderous 
Wild Boar of Enymathus, which 
he achieved by netting it and 
bringing it back to Thebes like 
so much bacon. After that, 
thinking to make the hero ridic- 
ulous, Eurystheus commanded 
the cleaning of the filthy Augean 
stables. Hercules turned a river 
from its course, which swept 
the stable floors clean, and 
came back to demand his sixth 
labor. 

This was the destruction of 
the Stymphalian Birds, a man- 
eating flock of monsters that 
lived around a poisoned lake. 
Hercules entered their noisome 
lair, a valley filled with the 
bones of their prey, and shot 
them all down with poisoned 
arrows. After that he caught 
and tamed the snow-white Bull 



| of Crete; then faced and battled 
the wild mares of Diomede, 
horrible steeds taught to eat 
human flesh. When he iwas sent 
for the girdle of Hippolyte, 
queen of the Amazons — its 
wearer, would be the bravest 
and most skilful of fighters — he 
found that there was no labor 
at all; for the Amazons so 
admired his strength and fame 
that the girdle was handed over 
as a present. 

Little need be said of his last 
three labors. He killed Geyro, 
a six-armed, three-headed mon- 
ster who kept red cattle of great 
value in the land which is now 
Spain. The golden apples of. 
the Garden of the Hesperides 
were given him by the giant 
Atlas, whose name and power 
have also contributed to the 
magic of SHAZAM- The final 
task was to reach the gates of 
the Infernal Regions, and bring 
back their horrible guardian, 
the dragon-dog Cerberus. 

PROM THAT final labor, 
Hercules came striding back 
to the court of Eurystheus. His 
lion's skin swung from his 
shoulders like a cloak of honor.

The other held a leash, 
at the end of which trotted like 
a tame poodle the captive Cer- 
berus — three-headed, fire-eyed, 
with a tail like a serpent.

Hercules, "my twelve labors 
are accomplished. I am free 
from your commands forever." 

The ruler was torn by terror, 
and cowered against his cush- 
ions. "Don't hurt me!" he 
pleaded. "Don't — " 

Hercules laughed, in scorn 
and amusement. "I have been 
to the earth's end— I have 
borne the sky on my shoulders 
— I have killed and captured 
the most terrible monsters ever 
known. Do you think I would 
stoop so low as to slaughter 
a worm like you?" 

He turned on his heel and de- 
parted. Eurystheus dared look 
up. And a new figure stood 
before him. 



Iolas, the nephew of Her- 
cules, had grown to manhood. 
He was tall and hard-muscled, 
and in his hand was a bright 
sword. 

"My uncle is too proud to 
kill you, tyrant," he said, "but 
I am extremely humble in that 
matter . . .. will you stand up 
and be a man for once?" 

But Eurystheus was too 
craven to fight, and Iolas killed 
him lik^ a fly, then followed 
Hercules in the search for more 
adventures. 

The kindness of the hero is 
spoken of almost as often as 
Kis strength. For instance, he 
faced and killed the boastful 
giant Antaeus, who gained ten- 
fold strength every time he was 
knocked down; but when the 
tiny friends of Antaeus, the 
pygmies, boldly challenged him, 
he praised them for courage 
beyond their size, and left them 
in their African home, to 
amaze later explorers. 

At his death, he was borne 
to Mount Olympus, to become 
the companion of the gods. His 
na~rne ever since has been a 
symbol of irresistible strength. 
The ancient Greek and Roman 
athletes said their prayers to 
him. And today, in Greece con- 
quered by overwhelming forces 
of invaders, this story is told: 

The country was overthrown 
to punish it for forgetting the 
lessons of ancient heroes, who 
valued strength and courage 
and justice above riches or 
glory. But the punishment will 
come to an end when the 
Greeks, made brave and power- 
ful again, rise and drive back 
their oppressors. In that day, 
the leader of the uprising will 
be a man of strength beyond 
imagination, Hercules come to 
life again.
